i/ff'I'resident Fillmore, in hia proclamation against 
the tillibustering expedition to Cutis, warned the 
tillibusters, that, if they shoubl fall into the hands of 
the Cuban authorities, those authiuities, by the laws 
of nations, would have a right to tie it them as 
“pirates and robbers." We cell upon the editor of 
the Louisville Democrat to Ixvir witness that this 
language of Mr Fillmore called forth the bitterest 
denunciations and fiercest execrations from the whole 
Democratic press of the country. There was not one 
Democratic paper in all the land but breathed tbe 
most ferocious invective against the Chief Magis- 
trate for using words, which, as they said, would, 
if oar unfortunate country men should by the chances 
of war find themselves prisoners, tie regarded 
and acted on hy their enemies as a warrant from tbe 
President of tbe United States for garroting or 
hanging them as unceremoniously as any pirates and 
robbers would he hung and garroted. Tbe editor of 
the L/iuisville Democrat, we presume, need not be 
reminded that he himself was among the loudest and 
fiercest in pouring invectives uqon Mr. Fillmore for 
those words “pirates and robbers.” 

Gen. Walker was chosen President of Nicaragua 
by a vote of the people; and a number of his coun- 
trymen joined him under the Nicaraguan dag in re- 
sisting a Costa Rican invasion. And, although be 
was temporarily defeated and driven out by the 
Costa Ricans, his right to exercise authority in Ni- 
caragua whenever he shoubl have the power to do 
so was never renounced or surrendered. Hence his 
recent landing with a band of followers upon the 
shores of Nicaragua for the vindication of wbat be 
claimed to be, ia virtue of a popular vote, hii legiti- 
mate rights, was most certainly, whether strictly 
proper or not, infinitely lesx in the nature of pirary 
and robliery than the fillibnstering expedition to 
Cuba, where no revolution had been proclaimed and 
where there did not exist even the pretext of any 
government either in fact or in law except tbe 
Spanish government of tbe Island. And yet Presi- 
dent Buchanan, the leader and head of the partv 
that so foully abused Mr. Fillmore for saying that 
the Spanish government would have a right to treat 
the Cuban flllibusters as pirates and robbers, said, in 
allusion tithe Nicaraguan expedition, that he l>e- 
lieved “our duty and onr interest as well as onr 
national character required that we should adopt 
such measures as would be effectual in restraining 
our citizens from committing such outrages"— out- 
rages, which, as he remarked, “tbe most eminent 
writers on public law do not hesitate to denounce as 
robbery mrl murrler.” 

President Buchanan said this when Gen. IValker 
and his men were about starting from tbe United 
States for Nicaragua to contend with whatever pow- 
er should attempt to withstand them there. The 
President denounced Walker and hia men as pirates 
and rob tiers and did it with incomparably less show 
of justice and truth than Mr. Fillmore had for giv- 
ing notice to the Cuban tillibusters that the Spanish 
authorities would have a right to treat them aa pi- 
rates and robber*. President Buchanan’s language 
conveyed authority, so tar as tbe language of tbe 
Chief Magistrate of the United States could do so, 
to Costa Rica and all other South American powers 
and to Great Britain and all other European powers 
to treat Gen IValker and his followers, if captured, 
as pirates and rohlwrs. No one can have the shadow 
of a pretext for contending that the maledictions, 
so fiercely hurled by tbe entire Democratic press of 
the country against President Fillmore, are doublv 
and trebly applicable to Mr. Buchanan, and yet we 
do not see that the Louisville Democrat or any 
Democratic paper in Kentucky or any Democratic 
paper in tbe noo-slareholding States or any Demo 
cratic paper anywhere except in tbe extreme South 
has a word to say against Mr. Buchanan for his no- 
tification to the world that Walker ami his Ameri- 
can follower* might properly be hung a* pirates snd 
robbers wherever caught. The Locofoco guns that 
thundered so loudly in 1852 are as mute as so many 
old rotten logs.

and never had it been dissented from by any admin- 
istration or party. Had the gentleman forgotten 
'hat Cramptun was dismissed because ta committed 
act* violative of the neutrality laws. He had sup- 
l«,ed that the w talc country sustained the wisdom 
and firtime** ot tlie Executive iu their enforcement. 
The traditional policy of the government was not to 
permitourown citizens or representative*, or arv 
foreign power, great or small, to compromise the 
neutrality of tta United States in regard to nations 
with whom we are at peace We have mvde trea- 
ties with various nation*, in which we have entered 
into stipulation* based on thi* very statute. 

He was surprised to bear it asserted that naval 
officer# had not the right to go out <m tta high seas 
to capture violators of our laws; had the gentleman 
forgotten that our Government is under stipulation* 
to maintain a naval force for the purpose of exercis- 
ing a police jurisdiction over all seas, lo suppress 
the infamou, traffic? This policy has lieen recogni- 
zed by all partie*, and all administrations, and he 
never taatd it questioned before. Connected with 
euery such expedition, wa# tta question rf intent; 
it would ta an offense against the good sense of tta 
House to attempt to ada anything to tta argument; 
it waa mi i sipiitieant that tlie expedition was fitted 
■ ■at Ire R a'ker to make war, take life and property 
within the limits of Nicaragua, withw-botn we have 
just made a treaty of amity and friendship. In- 
-lantaneously on the landing of tta expedition, acts 
rf hostility were perpetrated, men were shot down, 
and property seized. Every writer on internatioual 
!*w call* such conduct nvdiery and murder. No 
man could go further to recognise the right of Amer- 
ican citizen* to emigrate to a foreign land. If they 
wi-h to go to Central America let them go. He de- 
sired to see the Isthmus Americanized, hut such ex- 
(•editions as that of Walker, and such conduct, are 
not calculated to promote the interest* of our peo- 
ple, ao far a* they are connected with the interest* 
rf Central America. 

If tta expedition was peaceful, a* Walker inform- 
ed Swretary Cass it would ta, their plow share# were 
turned into swords aud pruning-honks into spear* 
with such quickness a* to throw a suspicion on tta 
-ineeritv of ttair profession*. 

Tta presumption always was in favor of the con- 
duct of officers in the perform mee of their dutvat a 
emote point, but thir rule had lieen reversed*, and 
ill tta charge* again*! I'aulding are asked to ta ta- 
ken a* admitted truth*. He did not want I'auld- 
i tg's act to ta regarded as a precedent. There wa* 
no ques’ion that hi# act wa* illegal, and exceeded 
hi* instructions; but be undouMedlr acted in accord- 
ance with what be believed to ta tta spirit rf hi* 
instructions, having a reasonable talief that the 
' toverumeut regarded Walker’s expedition as un- 
lawful.

TreACHCRT. — W e havn again and »-.tin dwelt 
upon tta well-known, tta notorious fact, that, in 
1852, Ibe consideration moat frequently aud strongly 
instated on by the Democratic party in their elec- 
tioneering elorts was, that the Whig A ministration 
had exercised a lawless power in interposing for the 
arre*t and suppression rf fillihustering expeditions, 
and that, in the event of the inauguration of a Dem- 
ocratic Administration, American citizen* would 
have the free privilege of curving American insti- 
tution* wherever th-y could. Our people, under 
tta rule of the Democracy, were to ta allowed, in 
the language of the 1-oni.sville Democrat, the full 
exercise of the unquestionable right of “going 
where they pleased and ne they plea?ed.” This 
Democratic cry had a most important influence upon 
the election. 

During tta canvas* of 1850, the spirit of flllihnr- 
terism was again strongly appealed to by the De- 
mocracy and much relied on for success. The im- 
pression waa everywhere industrioualy made by the 
leaders, that, under the Administration of tta author 
of tta O-tci'd Manifesto, onr people would have 
free license to carry their .inns wherever they could 
over the American continent and the islands of the 
seu. On the 9th of May, 1850, a call was posted 
through the streets of New York for a grand mass 
meeting “ to erpreiu s'jmjyilhy with the rtvi.ee of free- 
dom ui Xtcarngao awl to aid and encourage tin rtrng- 
f 'ng patriot* under (intend William Walker In their 
efforts for frtedvm.” Walker had then gone with 
an armed lillihustcring force from the United States 
and was hotly engaged in conflict upon Nicaraguan 
soil, aod this meeting was got up to strengthen 
the hearts and hands of him and his followers. 
General Ca*», whole strong and avowed sympathy 
with the fillihusters was universally known in his 
own section, was requested by letter to act as one of 
the orators of the occasion, and the call announced 
that he would do #o. Captain Ilvnders, Mr. Bu- 
chanan's present U. S. Marshal of the city of New 
Y'ork, acted as one of the orators, and, although 
General Cass did not make his appearance in person, 
h : rent tta meetiug a letter more remarkable per- 
haps fur explicitness and point than any other he 
ever wrote. It wav in tbc-e word.:

The world may now see how wretched is the pre- - 
ent predicament of the President and his supporters. 
The lillihiistering spirit was a most essential and 
vital aid to tta Democracy in 1852 and in lfiofi. 
The author of the 0*ten<! Manifesto was implicitly 
relied on l,y tens of thonsands toopen tbe way or to 
leave it open for fillihustering aggressions in every 
direction to which the spirit of cupidity or adven- 
ture or patriotism should point. The author of the 
Manifesto was elected in Novemtar, 1856, and he 
selected as his Prime Minister the old Michigan 
statesman who was notoriously wedded to tillihns- 
terism, and who had jnst tafore written to a mass 
meeting that he hoped the General Walker move- 
ment in Nicaragua would ta successful — that be 
thought the tast interests of this country and all the 
world required it. And row tbe author of the Os- 
ten. I Manifesto, with the author rf the letter to the 
Renders in.i#s meeting as hij Secretary of State, 
nit only sends out squadrons that seize General 
Walker snd his followers upon Nicaraguan soil lint 
declares in his message to Congress that those wl o 
embark in such expeditions as his Secretary of 
Stcte wished success to for tta “tast interests if 
this country and of all the world,” are by the laws 
of all civilized nations held as “ pirates and robbers." 
All this i«, to say the least, terribly awkward for the 
author of the Ostend Manifesto and for the antler 
of the letter to the Renders meeting, and we t’o 
not wonder that load execrations, prompted by in- 
dignant disgust, are coming up from all portions , f 
the South. The pro-slavery men of the Siuth has • 
liecn looking to the revolution and annexation of 
Central America or a portion of it to connterhalan, e 
tta inevitable extension of the Frcesoil area in the 
Northwest, and they will not ta reconciled to fee 
their hopes defeated by tta treachery of those whom 
they trusted.

A* to the general assertion that an editor has "no 
time for delilierate reflection,” we think it a great 
mistake. It is a species of cant which does grave 
injustice to the profession. For what respect can the 
eommunity lie expected to have for opinions on tta 
most important questions which are avowedly 
formed and expre*-ed without tta slightest delibera- 
tion? The assertion is an egregious piece of felf- 
stultilication. It is tantamount to a confession that 
the press is tit only to feed the passions and amuse 
ihe fancy of tta people, with no real claim to 
enlighten and guide them. YVe repudiate it entirely. 
U is all fudge. An editor ba# just as much time 
for delilicralion as he chooses lo take. He is not 
compelled to write on a subject with which he is 
totally unacquainted, but, on the contrary, is under 
a high obligation to say nothing atiout it. YY'ilh 
respect to the great majority of topics on which ta 
is called to treat, he require* no time for delibera- 
tion, if he is a man of education and intelligence, 
ind, in regard to all other topics, he is bound to take 
whatever time may be requisite lo inform himself. 
That is all there is of it. 

It is to he presumed that every man of sufficient 
ability aud infor nation to discharge the duties of 
in editor respectably has well-defined principles in 
politic# and morals by which he in iy determine at a 
glance tlie character and tendency of tta larger por- 
ioa of the innumerable pasting events which chal- 
lenge his notice and invite discussion at bis bands. If 
lie hasn't, he is lik» a chemist ignorant of tests, and 
is unfit for his position. He has no more business at 
ita head of a newspaper than a pilot without chart 
or compass has at tbe helm of a vessel. An editor 
who has “no time for delilierate reflection," but 
aaliitually writes w hatever comes into his head, with 
• he printer’s devil at one end of his article and the 
printer himself at the other, had better leave the 
profession at once. lie ought at least to spare his 
readers the insult of acknowledging his recklessness 
to their faces. Such, we very well know, is not the 
habitual practice of the excellent contemporary from 
whose columns we clip the passage in cpjestion.

YYasuinuton, Jan. 4. 

The Kansas compromise I ill, heretofore much 
spoken of, was introduced in the Senate to day bv 
Mr. Puglt, of t Ihio. The hill is a long one, and pro- 
vides fur the admission of Kansas as a State of th« 
Union, w ith certain tauntl iries and upon specified 
conditions. Tta first condition is that upon the 7tb 
ot April next an election shall ta held, at which the 
people may vote for the seventh article of tbe Le- 
compton constitution — that is, the slavery article 
Upon this elect on tta Prerident of the United State# 
is to issue a proc'ant ition declaring Kansas to lie a 
State of this Union, anti tta Territorial Governor i- 
to convene tta legislature. 

Another condition is that nothing in the constitu- 
tion shall prevent the people of Kansas from altering 
or amending it, us they please, at any time. Tin 
ordinance under which the tacompton conventirw 
propo-ed to exempt tlie public lands from taxstioi 
ta wholly altered as to its terms. 

The bill was referred to the Committee on Terri- 
tories. YY’hen it shall come tip for eunddiration, or 
tafore, variant ottar projects of conciliation will m 
doubt be offered Thus, it is not improbable that 
some plan may ta adopted whereby tbi* embarrass- 
ing question may be settled. Should Mr. 1’iigb’.- 
bill ta taken, the Territorial government of Kansas 
w ill ta continued till after the proposed election ot 
the 7th April. The votes are to ta returned in eight 
days. The resnlt is then to lie declared. The Pres- 
ident, taing duly notified, will issue his proclama- 
tion declaring Kansas to lie a State of the Union.
